BOARD OF EDUCATION 


For the Year ending March 1, 1857. 


School No. 1.—Four Corners. The summer term was taught 
by Miss Nellie A. Putnam, who met with success. In the fall 
Miss Cora A. Partridge was employed. The results of her 
thorough instruction were apparent at the close of her school. 
Miss Clara B. Barton was employed for the winter term. 
‘Teacher and scholars being in perfect harmony throughout the 
term, a successful school was the result. 

School No. 2—East Village. The summer term was taught 
by Miss Clara B. Barton who labored faithfully for the interest 
-of her pupils, and a profitable school was the result. The 
scholars, at the close of the term, showed the love and esteem 
with which the teacher was held by presenting her with a 
beautiful work box. 

In the fall term Miss Anna B. Swain was teacher. Miss 
Swain was thorough in her instruction, and excellent progress 
was made in all the studies pursued. 

For the winter term Mr. Melvin B. Carr was employed. 
Mr. Carr is a young man of good principles, and labored for the 
success of the school. ‘The progress made was good. 

School No. 83—Flat. The summer term was under the in- 
struction of Miss Cora A. Partridge. The improvement ‘in 
everything connected with the school, especially the order, was 
marked, showing that the teacher had been earnest in all her 
work.

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The fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Etta B. Row-. 
ell, who succeeded in obtaining the good will of the pupils. 
The final examination at the close of the winter term showed 
the results of Miss Rowell’s faithful work. 

School No. 4—Ryder Corner. Summer term taught by 
Miss Emma Morey, who succeeded in inspiring a love for study 
in the little ones placed under her care, and a profitable school 
was the result. The fall and winter terms were taught by Miss 
Nellie A. Putnam. The examination at the close of the winter 
term was such as to reflect credit upon teacher and scholars. 

School No. 5—Brighton. Fall and winter terms taught by 
Miss Sophia 8. Stockwell. Excellent progress was made by all 
the pupils. ‘ 

School No. 6—Under the mountain. In the summer Mrs. 
Rosette A. Barton, a teacher of experience, was employed to 
instruct the scholars at her house. In the fall Miss Etta B. 
Bartlett was employed as teacher. Good progress was made. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 

The schools in town during the past year have been generally 
attended with success, yet there is opportnnity for great im- 
provement in respect to them. 

The subject of education is one in which every citizen of the 
town is deeply interested, or, at least, should be, for, in a great 
measure, upon the instruction of the young of to-day rests its 
future condition. The prosperity of any people depends upon 
a general diffusion of education. This fact was early recog- 
nized, and its principles fully carried out by the establishment 
of our system of public schools, which have done much in mak- 
ing the people of New England leaders in society wherever they 
have gone. Itisasacred duty devolving upon us to cherish 
and improve this most priceless inheritance. 

The requisites for successful schools are good teachers, with 
parents and scholars in sympathy with them. The teacher 
should be thoroughly devoted to his work, having a love for it 
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that will not tire after the first, but continue to grow stronger 
day by day. <A teacher having only a mercenary object will 
never reach that degree of success characterizing the successful 
teacher. ‘Teachers of our district schools should strive in every 
way to improve upon their modes of instruction and in regard 
to their store of knowledge. They should take a personal in- 
terest in the progress of their pupils, letting them feel that they 
are not there simply to earn a little money, but, to instruct and 
benefit those placed under their care. If more of our teachers 
were of this class the scholars, as is too often the case now, 
would not have to be forced to learn their lessons, but on the 
‘contrary, would take up their tasks with delight. Try and 
bring some new facts connected with the subject under consid- 
eration before the pupils—some anecdote, historical story, or 
bit of natural science, all of which will interest the pupils and 
at the same time develop thoughts which otherwise would have 
remained dormant. 

This may require a little extra effort on the part of the teach- 
er, but the progress of the pupils and success of the school will 
amply repay for all this. The privilege of teachers to attend 
the institutes, which are now annually held ia the county, should 
be improved by all, for there the most advanced methods of 
teaching are presented by those who have spent years in the 
work, and the knowledge there obtained is of great value to all 
teachers. Let-all teachers consider the responsible position 
they hold, that of giving instruction to the rising generation, 
and let them heed the proverb ‘‘that as the twig is bent so the 
tree will grow,” so the child, if instructed aright, will become a 
useful citizen, but if taught wrong principles in youth they will 
cling to him through life. 

Parents should take an interest in the school, and try to help 
it by teaching their children to respect the teacher and conform 
to his wishes.
